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Rec complex not dead 


Plans for a proposed recreational 
complex on Salem Street will be aired 
at a special meeting at Memorial 
Library at 7:30 next Tuesday night. 

Recreation Commission Chairman 
Paul Bova told selectmen recently 
that the project stands an excellent 
chance of receiving as much as a 90 
per cent reimburseynent of its total 
cost from the Bureau of Recreation 
(BOR) and Housing for Urban 
Development (HUD). Funding, 
however, hinges on whether or not the 
town will designate a parcel of land 
for the project. 

The Commission also told the 
selectmen they feared that funding 
would be lost if transfer of the town- 
owned land did not take place before 
the end of the fiscal year. 

An article providing for the land 
transfer was narrowly defeated at the 
annual town meeting. Although it 
secured a majority vote, 116 in favor 
to 109 opposed, a two-third vote was 
required 

Bova said that he believed the arti- 
cle was not approved partly because 
voters did not fully understand that it 
was a simple transfer of land and not 
a price tag item. 

Selectman Robert Cain affirmed his 
opinion. 

“I saw this as a cost to the 
Wilmington taxpayers,” he said. “I

Sewer problems abound 


The Butters Row bridge is prac- 
tically rebuilt. Traffic will soon be 
able to use Butters Row. It would 
seem that the troubles are over, at 
least for a while. 

But - it is not certain. It seems that 
Murphy's Law is still in full force - the 
law which says that if anything can go 
wrong. it will 
* Wilmington’s Water and Sewer 
Commissioners and Town Manager 
Sterling Morris spent three hours, last 
Thursday, with Romeo D'Agustino of 
the Masoncraft Company, and an 
engineer, plus two engineers from 
Whitman & Howard. Money-was one 
of the subjects discussed, byt only 
one. 

Romeo told the commissioners that 
he is entitled to more money because 
of the many difficulties in laying the 
sewer line The commissioners did 
not agree. at least for the time being, 
but they did agree to an extra pay- 
ment for a short length of sewer line, 
near Floradale Avenue. Four hundred 
and fifty-three feet of the sewer line is 
to be laid in an area where there is ‘'- 
questionable bottom’ and possibly in- 
adequate surveying. Romeo told the 
commissioners that no firm that bid 
on that area had any idea of the possi- 
ble difficulties, and he felt that he was 
entitled to extra compensation, The 
commissioners finally agreed, and 
allowed an extra sum of $30 thousand. 

There will undoubtedly be extra 
bills, for the Butters Row bridge 
which has been rebuilt without the 
sewer line being beneath it. Mr. 
D'Augustino, last Thursday, men- 
tioned $100 thousand, but it was, he 
said, a figure that was imcomplete, 
for he did not know what his costs 
were, at that moment. The $100 thou- 
sand figure could have been joking 

The Commissioners and 
D’Augustino agreed that the sewer 


line under Butters Row will be put in 
later, probably in the summer time 
There will be a deviation from the 
prepared plan, in that the sewer will 
be put in at an angle. so as to lay it 
further from the foundation of the 
Butters Row bridge. This can be done 
and still stay within the right-of-way 
of Butters Row. 

Chairman George Allen expressed 
the idea that Masoncraft could be in- 
Stalling the sewer at the same time as 
the state DPW was putting in new 
stringers and planking for the bridge, 
sometime in June or July - ‘after the 
schools are closed.” Everyone 
thought that was a good idea - and one 
that would have the least difficulty for 
all 

Masoncraft will not be paid extra 
for the difficulties they have ex- 
perienced in laying serer mains, at 
least until after there has been proper 
documentation 
Arthur Smith told Romeo of the prac- 
tical and political difficultues the 
commissioners are experiencing at 
this time, from the selectmen 
because of the inconveniences caused 
at Butters Row. Romeo agreed to 
wait a month or so before pressing his 
claims. . 

Where Romeo is having his dif. 
ficulties at this time is with the 
Boston & Maine Railroad 

Because the sewer line is being laid 
within 60 feet of that railroad the 
B&M feels he should take out a lot of 
insurance, guaranteeing the B&M 
against any casualty, No sum was 
mentioned. in the conversation, but a 
letter was given to the commissioners 
to read. 

Apparently the fee will be large. 
Romeo told the commissioners that 
only in Massachusetts could such a 
claim be pressed - it would not be 
Valid in any other state, he said. He

also said that if any thing did happen 
whether or not it was the fault of the 
contractor - that is, Masoncraft, the 
railroad would collect. ¥ 

Romeo was distinctly unhappy. The 

commissioners were non committal 
Eames Street area 

Part of the discussion revolved 
around the preparation for digging in 
the Eames Street area - near the Raffi 
& Swanson plant and across Eames 
Street. 

Both Mr. D’Augustino and the com- 
missioners expect there will be 
problems 

Romeo told the commissioners that 
he had taken borings “behind Raffi & 
Swanson’’ and had found '‘fine sand,”’ 
He anticipated trouble. He was afraid 
that the sewer main would shift, after 
it was laid. 

At the Eames Street bridge, Romeo 
suggested that there be a ‘grout’ 
the forcing of concrete under the 
stones that support the bridge, so as to 
reinforce He also wants to 
“stabilize” the soil that makes up, in 
part, the bridge. The commissioners 
agreed that the idea was worth “ex- 
ploring.”” 

They further agreed that the idea 

would be worth exploring when they 
begin again at the Butters Row 
bridge. 
State DPW plans “immediate” work 
Somewhere, possibly, there are 
crossed wires. The Wilmington sewer 
and water commissioners seem to 
believe that the state DPW will put 
new stringers and new planking into 
the Butters Row bridge sometime this 
summer. 

Representative Jim Miceli has told 
the Town Crier that the State DPW is 
just waiting for the present work to be 
finished, at the bridge. to do the plann- 
ed recdnstruction. The entire job, 
Miceli says, is slated for “only a cou- 
ple of days

Broken windows were not the only 
evidence of malicious damage this 
weekend, Mrs. Janine Gaudreau call- 
ed the police Sunday morning to 
report that garbage had been strewn 
all over her property on Shady Lane 
Drive. 

McClanahan called the weekend 
rampage the worst episode of van- 
dalism this spring. Broken windows, 
he said however, are ‘‘a. common oc- 
curence” in town. He recalled an in- 
cident which occurred a few years 
back when every window at the back 
of the Woburn Street School was 
broken. 

‘The Department of Public Buildings 
spends $18,000 each year just repair- 
ing damage caused by vandalism. 

McClanahan theorized that 
youngsters were involved, possibly 
between the ages of 10 and 16 

For some reason, McClanahan said, 
more instances of vandalism occur in 
the spring. They taper off when 
school is out for the summer, he said, 
and are least apparent in the winter. 

He said that offenders would be 
more likely to be caught and punished 
if people were willing to become in- 
volved and would report disturbances 
at once to the police.

He's been callétt the last of 
the wandering minstrels, but 
Jay O'Callahan, storyteller 
and troubador, doesn't prac- 
tice his art in kingly courts or 
medieval forests. Instead his 
travels take him to schools 
and colleges around New 
England, where he fascinates 
his audiences with dramatized 
recitations of his own original 
tales. 

O'Callahan recently enter- 
tained fourth graders at the 
Shawsheen Elementary 
Schoo! with stories of kings 
and princes, old men and gyp- 
sies 

Wide-eyed youngsters 
listened attentively to "The 
Minister of Others Affairs” 
apd watched O'Callahan 
transofmation from an or- 
dinary visitor to a doddering 
old minister or an evil king.

Social Security assured 


1979 rate for employers and 


‘The recent social legislation 
assures financing of the Social 
Security system into the 2ist 
century, according to Miss 
Ethel Eliopoulos, the Lowell 
district manager. The ad 
ditional income provided by 
the new law virtually 
eliminated the financial 
problems faced by Social 
Security in the past few years. 

‘There will be additional 
cost, to workers and to 
employers. Under the old law 
an employee with an average 
earning of $10,800 would have 
paid $1,201 in 1987, on average 
‘earnings. Under the new law 
his 1978 tax will be about $1, 
311, an increase of about $130. 

The amendments raise the 


employees to 6.13 per cent 
Previously it was 6.05 per 
cent, The rate will increase in 
steps until it is 7.65 per cent in 
1990 and thereafter. Under 
the old law it was scheduled to 
increase to 7.45 per cent in 
2011 and thereafter, 

The yearly maximum ear- 
nings subject to social securi- 
ty will also rise. The 1979 
maximum will be $22,900 in- 
stead of $18,900, Additional in- 
creases are scheduled until 
the maximum reaches $29,700 
in 1981, Previously it had been 
$21,900. After 1981 the max- 
imum will increase 
automatically as the average 
earnings rise, as it does now.

Riddle four-hits Wildcats 


Wilmington bats in three game

The Wilmington High School bats 
matched the weather last week - un- 
usually cold. The Wildcats dropped 
two out of three games to opponents 
who had previously been struggling 
along during the early part of the 
Merrimack Valley Conference 
schedule.

‘Pushcarts’ packs ‘em in

Superb orchestration and a 
stage ablaze with color from 
opening curtain to grand 
finale gave the musical 
“Pushcarts" its primary im- 
petus last week 

‘The show, which was more 
operatta than musical com- 
edy, played to packed houses 
‘Thursday, Friday and Satur- 
day nights at Wilmington High 
School, receiving that coveted 
accolade, a standing ovation. 
‘on the last night 

‘The I6piece professional 
orchestra conducted by 
Domenic DeGrazia, the 
show's composer, excelled 
with a score that ran the 
gamut from lilting strains and 
bittersweet melodies to the 
rousing second cat finale com- 
plete with drumrolls and 
flourishes. 

As often happens in semi- 
professional shows, the words 
of some of the choral numbers 
were lost in the fanfare of the 
trumpeting brass. 

Somewhat peripheral to the 
music, the plot unfolded slow- 
ly. It took 25 minutes of 
lengthy, albiet enjoyable, 
music before the first com- 
plication set in 

Pepe, an Italian street ven- 
dor, adroitly portrayed by 
Harold Holmfield, became 
caught in the act of trying to 
control his daughter's life 
With a flawless (almost) 
Sicilian accent, he told his 
Russian friend Popinski 
(Roger Cote) of his plans to 
make Tina (Joanna Spinosa) 
the prima donna of a big opera 
company 

Popinski, in another accent, 
different, but not quite Rus- 
sian, warned him, "Pepe this 
is your dream, let her have 
her dream."” 

It was the age old tug of war 
between generations, but 
Tina, like alPthe young. had 


ideas of her own. 

Torn between her love for 
Barry Dunhill (Dale Porter), 
a} Wealthy, but unspoiled 
suiter, 


and her father's 
jons for her career, she 
poor choice, opting to 
sing surreptitiously in a cafe 

Pepe, of course, discovered 
her deceit. The resulting

Brennan proved still valid 
her reputation as the grand 
old matriarch of the 
Wilmington stage. Roaring 
her displeasure, in a fiery red 
traveling costume, she 
brought a refreshing note of 
bad temper to a scene that 
was almost too sugery sweet. 

Roger Cote, as :

hotheaded fiance, gave ex- 
cellent performances bursting 
with vitality and spontaniety. 

Spinosa fetching

Several dance numbers 
were skillfully interwoven 
with the plot. Pat Stanceau, 
who choreographed the show, 
appeared in a well-received 
nightclub number after the fa. 
sion of the French apache 
dancers and, in sequined 
costume, almost stole the 
scene from Porter and 
Spinosa with an ethereal 
dream ballet. 

An 18 girl chorus line, part 
of the cafe scene, was much 
‘appreciated by the audience. 
Not tall enough or limber 
enought to be the rockettes, 
their performance, 
nevertheless added a certain 
pzazz that was sometimes 
lacking in other scenes. 

Scene three of the first act 
opened with an adorable 
crowd of newsboys and 
lollipop-munching, rope- 
skipping girls who sang “Ex- 
tra, Extra.’ 

From a technical aspect the 
show had both some assets 
and some difficulties. Scene 
changes were accomplished 
too slowly, leaving a fidgeting 
audience, ‘but superb sound 
system ably projected the ac- 
tors’ dialogue, solving one of 
community theater's most 
recurrent woes. An im- 
aginative lighting design add- 
ed to the vividness of the set 

On the whole, director- 
writer and lyricist Lorraine 
Kalil did an admirable job 
matching dialogue and action 
toa complex score.

Dale Porter and Joanna Spinosa were 
thrilling the aucience with the roman- 
tic song, “Glad Was I to Dream.” 

We must not fail to mention the 
beautiful and appropriate scenery and 
costumes throughout the play. ‘The 
stage crew was obviously “‘on the 
ball” at all times and the lighting 
always seemed "just right. 

In closing, we must ge more 
credit to Lorraine Kalil and Dom 
DeGrazia for directing this supposed- 
ly amateur cast into giving us a very 
polished professional production
